A Ticklish 
Situation 


HE decision of the Indian 

cuatodial team to hand 
ack tomorrow 22,000 
prisonors of war in Koren 
to their original captors 
creutes a situation for which 
no provision waa made in 
the terms of the armistice. 
It could also have un- 
fortunate repercussions, 
Goneral Thimayyn may feel 
fully Juatified in wanting to 
wash his handa of further 
responsibility of — looking 
after prisonera who con- 
tinue to refuse to obey the 
procedure laid down in the 
armistice of Heatening to 
“explanations” from Com- 
munist and United Nations 
Command — representatives, 
but for him to insist: that 
these omen must remain 
prisoners of war until a 
Korean politicn! conference 
is convened in to glve to the 
truce conditions oan un- 
acceptable interpretation. 
The United Nations Com- 
mand has firmly, — and 
properly, indleated that us 
from January 23, -ul 
unrepatriated prisoners in 
ita hands will revert to 
civilian statua and will be 
given their freedom. What 
ja not known is how the 
Communists intend to deal 
with the situation, They 
may, for example, refuse 
outright to take buck any 
prisoners, In which case the 
custodial forces are pre- 
sented with a nice little 
problem. The Communists 
may even go further and 
declare that the handing 
back of prisoners before 
they have gone through the 
process of “explanations” 
ts such n violatfun of the 
truce that it rendera = the 
Korean armistice nufl and 
vold. lt may be taken for 
Aranted that the  Com- 
munista will raise no luud 
howl of protest over the 
procedure, for the release of 
the POWs repreéents ut 
Jeast a propaganda blow to 
the Reds, and vindication of 
the United Nations which 
from the first mdopted the 
key position during the 
truce negotiations that no 
prisoner — should be 
repatriated against his will. 


HE bigger question is 
whether the Communists 
will selze the situation as an 
excuse for resuming hostill- 
ties. The probabilities ure 
that they will not take such 
an extreme atep, They have 
nothing to gain from such 
an action, efther militarily 
or politically, Moreover, 
Russia probably feels that 
it is essential the proper 
ctmosphere should be 
created for the forthcoming 
Four Power tails in Berlin, 
und this could not possibly 
result if the Chineso Cym- 
munista and North Koreans 
repudiated the Korean 
armistice and  resuméd 
military operations, Whether 
or not the Ruasiang ure 
sincere in their expressed 
desire to nogotinte with the 
Western Powers for a settle- 
ment of the Austrian peace 
trenty, agreement on the 
future of Germany, and the 
advancement of President 
Eisenhower's plan for an: 
atomic energy “pool,” they 
must, at least for the time 
being, sustain the 
Appearance of good faith— 
‘an exercise which would be 
immedlaloly ruined if the

London, Jan. 18. 


Ships from Britain’s Mediterranean Flect 
steamed into what may become the deepest sea 
salvage operation in Royal Naval history today, 


in a detective-thriller bid 


to raise the wreckage of 


a jet airliner from the jagged sea floor of Italy to 
see if a saboteur had placed a time bomb aboard. 

Simultaneously, security agents opened in- 
vestigations on British airline routes nearly half- 
way around the world, hunting for evidence of 
sabotage that might have downed the Comet on 
January 10, killing 35 persons. 

The British frigate Wrangler and the destroyer

Ultimatum 
Rejected By 
Semi-Starved 


Sailors 


Genoa, Jan. 18. 
Eight hungry sailors who 


have staged a stay-aboard 
strike on their ship since 
November 17 ignored an 
ultimatum to get off today 
and worried diplomats de- 
bated whether to have the 
Italian police throw them 
off. 


Captain Fernand Wycke issued 
the 24-hour ultimatum — at 
11 a.m., yesterday to the eight 
Belgian, Portuguese and Spanish 
crewmen, who refuse to leave 
the Belgian freighter Nadine 
until the bankrupt owners of 
the ship pay them some US$9,600 
back wages. ' 


The crewmen declare that 
nothing short of force will make 
them leave the Nadine, 

Under an Italo-Belgian marl- 
time accord it Js possible to call 
in the Italfan police in such a 
case but Emlillo Regglardl, local 
lawyer who. is honorary Belgian 
Consul in Genoa, is relyctant to 
take such a drastic step.

New York 
Film Ban 


Is Reversed 


Washington, Jan. 18. 

The Supreme Court ruled 
unanimously today that 
New York State and Ohio 
improperly censored two 
controversial movies. 

New York had forbidden the 
showing of the French flim "La 
Ronde” and Ohlo censors hod 
banned the crime movie “M". 

New York censors cailed “La 
Ronde” immoral. Ohio — said 
“M" wus hammful ta the public. 

The ,cases were carried to the 
highest tribunal with = the 
argument that ony censorship 
of films violates the Con- 
stitutional guarantee of = free 
speech and press, 

The High Court announced its 
action In a briet order which 
rald only that judgments given 
by the highest courts of Ohlo 
and New York were reversed. 

The state courts hud held that 
the fiims could be censored. 

During an argument of the 
case on January 6-7, the court 
wus told that six states and 
pome 50 citles had film censor- 
ship laws, 

The states, in addition to 
New YorR and Ohlo, are 
Pennsylvania, Maryland,  Vir- 
ginija and Kansas. 

SAW BOTH FILMS 

Before listening to the argu- 
ments the justices saw both 
“Ly Ronde” and “M"” ata 
private showing in the 
Supreme Court building. The 
court gave no Indication in its 
order today about how far 
reaching {ts geclsion might be 
so, far as the film industry 1s 
concerned. 


It merely cited a 1952 de~ 
cision whfich held that films 
cre entitled to the Constitu- 
Slonal guarantee of free speech 
and press. 

The court said at that time, 
however, that these guarantccs 
did not give absolute treedom to 
show every sort of movie at all 
times and all places. 

In Its 1952 decision the court 
sald New York State could not 
legally ‘ban the movie “The 
Miracle” on the ground that it 
was sacrilegious. 

Justice Clark, author of that 
oplnion, said that to permit a 
state to ban a film on that 
ground “would sot the censor 
adrift on a boundless sea amid 
ao myriad of confilcting currents 
of religious views, with no 
charts but those provided by the 
most local and powerful ortho-

The very day the Ameri- 
can economists were pro- 
phesying a minor doom, one 
Canadian newspaper whoop- 
ed: “It's Cash Register 
Symphony in °64.” 

And all this optimism is 
not just brash. Canadian 
high spirit, either. 

Behind the whoop-de-do 
lies an impressive array of 
hard facts. : ; 

Moreover, the optimists’ 
front line containg an im- 
pressive array of names: 
Trade Minister C. D. Howe, 
Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce President W. J. Bor- 
rie, Canadian  Manufac- 
turers’ *Association spokes- 
man J. A. Calder, and 
Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce President James 
Stewart. 

It they are right, what they 
nave to soy ls of vital world 
Importance. 


Biggest, Customer 


The U.S. ts Canada’s biggest 
eustomer—and the reverse 1s 
equally true, The two economies 
are tightly Interwoven, A boom 
in one can absorb a lot of shock 
in the other, 

Even more significant, the 
Canadian Government is 
predictIng that 1954 will sco 
no fall jn American imports. 
If that -is true, Britain. has 
little to fear. 

- But, oven assuming that 
American imports ftom Britain 
are sliced by a minor “orthodox 

lon,” increased Canadian 
business migh€ well offset the 
effect, . . 

That may account for some 
of the optimism Mr Butler hos 
been expressing in Sydney. 

But let's look at some of tha 
facts, | : 

Canada has been undergoing 
a drastic transformation for tho 
past 15 years. Before the war, 
Canada’s economy rested 


primarily on agriculture. : Tho 
part of the national wealth 
which didn't come frum tue 
farms came mostly from 
primary — production—minerals, 
Umber, fish. 

Now Canada is an industrial 
power os well. And her in- 
du-trial output has been added 
to a stendily increasing agricul- 
tural and mineral output. A 
rich vein of oll—stretching frota 
northeyn British Columbia and 
acress the prairies through Al- 
beta to Saskatchewan—topped 
off the boom. 

The effect has been staggering. 

In 1939, national p: uction 
tmcunted to a mere $5,500,000,- 
000. In 1953, it topped $24,- 
000,000,000. 

While production was climbing 
fivefold, the population went up 
a bere 25 percent: 


Will It Rise? 


The question is: Will produc~ 
tha continue to rise? 

Trade Minister Howe (the 
man who. engineered wartime 
production and cared himself 
the tag “Minister of Every- 
thing”) Js being cautlous—as al- 
ways, :

LLERGY is a medical 
term being greatly 
misused lately by many lay 


persons. It is receiving the ten 


blame for everything from 
marital incompatibility to 
plain laziness, as in the case 
of the individual who fg 
allergic tu work. 


Increased Sensitivity 


Actually, it is a form of in- 
ereased sensitivity. which may 
affect various tissues of the 
body, I¢ is the result of ex- 
posure to a substance to which 
the individunl Js extremely 
sensitive. The reactlon develops 
whenever this substunce Is 
contacted, even on the smallest 
senle. 


There are many types of al- 
lergies. An individual may ihave 
hay fever, asthma, hives, or 
severe skin symptoms due to 
hia over-sensltivity to ofte ‘oF 
more substances contacted. 


A frequent question asked the 
doctor Js whether allergy tends 
to run in families. 


Recently, a detailed study 
was made of 290 slerglc 
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children and their familles, The 
ages of the children ranged 
from infancy to 16 year#. 

Only o little more than 
percent of there 
children’s parents were allengte 
and only seven percent 
of the grandparents; and 
allergy was prevent in only ning 
percent of their brothers and 
sisters. It was found that there 
was a teridency for allergy te 
appear In falrly barge nui , 
Ih only a certain few farilids.

Campaign: 
Against Leaf

ways in which o heli¢opter is 
being used today. you would 
reallse that it, more than 
any other'type of aircraft, 
is doing the most to _ make 
industry “air-minded.” 

The Antarctle whale-hunters 
are using the hover planes to 
spot whiles this season.

This week helicopters will be 
used in a Inrge scale experi- 
mental campaign agalnst rubber 
leat mildew in Ceylon.

The firm has 
sprayed locust swarms In Kenya, 
cotton blight) in Turkey end 
eockehafers In the Swiss Canton 
of Valais — where “Battle of 
Britain” pilots have perfected 
the technique of spraying in 
mounlainous regions. 


£1-10-0 AN ACRE 

The accepted target in Ceylon 
invulves 18 estates, an area of 
2,500 acres, which will be given 
five applications of two different 
sulphur preparations ot an over- 
all cost of £7-10-0 an acre. 

According to the Company's 
entomologist, Dr W. E. Ripper, 
formerly of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, the 
results off the operation should 
be on the rubber tapping panel 
in six months Ume, 

Dr Ripper hopes the “signifi- 
cance’ of these results will! 
sallsfy the Rubber Research In- 
stitule of Ceylon, the Govern- 
ment (which has made 4 grant 
of 100,000 rupees) and the 
plantation owners that the 
operations have substantially 
increased the rubber yield be- 
sides improving the strength of 
the trees. 

Dr Ripper told Journalists to- 
day that spraying In Ceylon 
would have to be an annual 
campaign, though when it was 
done on a large seaic, the In- 
eidence of discase would be 
much reduced. 


FINDING THEIR WAY 

“The diffeuitics of using ‘spray- 
copters’ in Ceylon are very con- 
siderable,” he sald. “There arc 
no landing grounds where we 
want them. We have to im- 
provise football fields, causeways 
through the paddy and 50 on, 
Fortunately, a ‘helicopter can 
rise straight from the ground, 

“It is also dificult for the 
pilota te find thelr way sbout 
Ceylon over a great vista of 
grecn tree tops. The pilots will 
be guide’ by boutcons, fircs and 
coloured flags fluttering from 
bamboo poles tied to the tops of 
trees. 

“The hellcopters will work 
from daybreak until 11,00 a.m. 
when the warm air rising from 
the ground causes windy and 
gusty conditions which. make 
accurate spraying impossibic.”-—
